%incial  pulitic*  i:>  now  in  proKr^o^' 
The         are  open  for  the  adOuion 
t>i  name*  until  April  9.    It  shuui4  b« 
intimated  in  this  connection  thftt  tbote 
wtio  were  previoutly  registered  but 
who  failed  <o  use  their  votes  at  the 
last   Provincial  election    have  been 
atttomaticftlly  itrack  oE  the  list  and 
will  have  to  register  anew.  Thousands 
were  affected  in  this  way.    Ot  those 
thoaMn4t  probably  many  will  atHl 
think  that  their  name*,  once  i  ii  the 
voter*'  lilt  for  Provincial  purpo^ics, 
will  remain  there  K  thejr  havt  aot 
ChABCcd  their  dumirile.    It  il  tO  these 
wbo  <to  not  understand  the  law  on  the 
subject  that  it  is  necettary  to  appeal. 
There  are  also  many  newcomers  in 
the  city  who  have  never  been  on  the 
voters'  list  here  an<^  who  may  not 
appreciate  that  it  is  necessary  to 
register*  if  they  want  to  vote. 

It  may  be  fcaid  that  this  umttcr  ot 
registration  is  one  in  which  it  ought 
to  be  the  duty  of  the  (iovefnment  to 
make  public  at  such  time  all  particu- 
lars relating  to  the  matter.  At  it  is, 
the  question  of  publicity  is  left  to  the 
party  political  organizatjons  and  to 
the  goodwill  of  the  press.  "There  are 
fiucsfiouj  affecting    the    transfer  of 
votes  from  one  constituency  to  an- 
other in  the  caaes  where  voters  have 
moved   their   places    of  residenc^. 
T|ier«  is  the  matter  of  the  ^ualifica- 
ti0aa  necessary  to  secure  the  fran- 
chise.  A  synopsis  of  tlie  law  dealing 
with  registration  should  undoubtedly 
be    published    by    the  Government 
duriiig  the  period  of  registration,  for 
it  rhouM  be  in  tlie  interests  of  good 
government  that  the  widest  possible 
number  of  people  is  on  the  voters' 
lists.  .

S'f  ATE  BDUCATION 

Tlie   question  of   wheshcr  or  not 
I  the  schools  of  the  country  arc  teach- 
ing the  right  subjects  is  now  a  mat 
;  ter  of  controversy  in  Britain,  and  in 
1  connection  with    it    many  valaabic 
I  opinions  are  expressed  l>y  writers  in 
I  The  Edinburgh  Scotsman.    .\ny  in- 
:  4ttiry  into  this  subject  depends  upon 
the  viewpoint  a.s  to  whnt  education 
should  aim  to  accomplish.    The  ques- 
tion to  be  decided  is  if  it  is  a  prepar- 
ation for  a  future  career,  or  if  it  i> 
to  have  the  higher  aim  of  the  devcl 
,  opment  of  the  power  of  the  mind. 
Looked  at  from  either  standpoint  it 
is  apparent  that  a  nnvber  of  subjects 
riow  taught  in    schools,    both  in 
Britain  and  here,  ar^  comparatively 
itsclcss.  '  We  notice  that  The  Scots- 
man's readers  are  fairly  substantially 
of  the  opinion  that  such  .subjects  as 
history,    geography    and  literature 
should  be  taught  di\ring  the  whole 
schoq)  career  "iiT  order  to  train  the 
child  to  appreciate  what  is  good  and

In  sonic  respects  ovcr-ednca 
tion  is  affecting  the   labor  market 
That  is  experienced  in  the  difficulty 
in  obtaining  agricultural  labor,  and 
in  the  training  of  the  mind  iu  the 
maM  of  the  young  to  a  conception 
that  all  are  destined  for  a  higher 
place  in  the  social  scale  than  they  are 
fitted  for  by  their  mentality  or  char- 
actsristics.    Looked  at  broadly,  it  is 
fairly    generally    admitted  that  the 
mass  of  children  leave  tlie  schools 
with  no  real  grounding  in  practical 
education.
